THE GREAT FIRE AT YEDO. 

A spectator of the early part of the conflagration says it broke 
out in what was once an aidzu yashiki, just inside the Wadakura 
gate in that lower part of the castle called Marunouchi, and flew 
across the wide moat at a very sharp angle, and next attacked a 
yashiki a little to the left of the bridge which leads out of the 
Wadakura gate. It burnt a quantity of yashiki, including part 
of the War-office, and that of the ex-Prince of Tosa; it then 
jumped over the other moat. About ten thousand houses were 
burnt, placing fifty thousand people in the open at the lowest 
calculation. The loss of property must exceed a couple of millions 
of dollars. The yashiki where the fire originated was in the pos- 
session of the War-office, and used by them as a hay store. It 
was in charge of one man, who has, of course, been arrested. 
Thirty officials of the Foreign-office were burnt out, from the 
Vice-Minister downwards. Sawa and Date, both of whom have 
been Foreign Ministers at different periods, were also burnt out ; 
and Date’s son, the ex-Prince of Uwajima. 

In Yokohama a notice was sent round the settlement on 
Thursday morning, at the instance of some gentlemen whom the 
accounts of this great disaster prompted to take immediate steps 
for the relief of the sufferers, calling a meeting at the Chamber 
of Commerce for this purpose. Captain Lane was requested to 
take the chair, and after a short discussion in regard to the best 
manner in which assistance could be rendered, a committee, con- 
sisting of Messrs. Bauduin, Walsh and Whittall, was appointed 
to express to the Governor of Kanagawa the readiness of the com- 
munity to render such assistance, and to request from him infor- 
mation as to the number of houses destroyed and people thus 
rendered houseless. Power was also given to the committee to 
call another meeting should they deem it necessary. 

In conclusion we may mention that the Governor of Yedo (his 
house was burnt too and he lost several hundred dollars in the 
flames) and his staff made a personal inspection of the scene of the 
fire, congratulating those who had escaped and condoling with 
those who were homeless. Assistance and provisions were also 
promptly forthcoming. The foreigners suffered early in the day 
for want of provisions, but on the arrival of the early coach the 
want was supplied. We may also state that Mr. Malcolmson de- 
serve credit for the way in which he assisted those who were burnt 
out. Having escaped himself, he tendered his compound for the 
use of the ponies which were in the Yedo stables, and kept open 
house for any who desired it. Mr. Waters also kept open house, 
and Mr. Brinkley and Mr. Dohmen, the English Vice-Consul, 
gave assistance to the foreign community.

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The same paper makes the following remarks upon the pré- 
sumed mission of General Williams to the United States to raise 
a loan for the Japan Government :—“ We siticerely trust this 
object has been misrepresented, as no grater folly could be con- 
ceived than the negotiation of such a loan in a country where the 
normal rate of interest is so high, and which is a borrower from 
other countries where, on account of the superabundance of 
capital, money is cheap. Financing of this nature will produce 
a most unpleasant impression abroad, and do more to shake the 
credit of this country and to produce distrust of its Government 
than any course which could possibly be pursued. We sincerel 
trust that the report is untrue, although we must confess to feel- 
ing the gravest distrust at this moment in respect of these and 
similar matters.” 

The flower, animal and bird show took place, and the weather 
being fine in the extreme, the success was complete. The collec- 
tion of dogs was very good, the animals being fairly representative 
of their classes. The flowers were very fine, and we believe the 
Japanese sold a large number of their plants. The attendance at 
Mie show was comparatively large, the gross receipts being over 

500. 

The Japan Gazette gives the following account of what hap- 

ese at the Palace of the Mikado on the night of the 25th 
Larch, which was at first reported as an attempt on the life of 
the Mikado :— 

Yesterday all the officers of Satsuma, with 3,400 soldiers and 
2,000 police of the same clan, sent in a demand for the immediate 
release of the men who went to the-castle and asked to see the 
Mikado, and who were captured. The demand is that they be 
discharged without further examination, as they have done no 
wrong; and that the man or men who shot their companions 
shall be executed without delay. 

The story as we now have it is:—These men were Samourai, 
reduced to poverty by the recent changes. They were from the 
provinces of Kishu, Owari, and Bishiu. Being in great stress as 


- unemployed Samourni, and being unwilling to take menial em- 


piesa and unable to obtain any other, they resolved to come 
to Yedo and see the Mikado himself as to what could be done for 
them and those in the same condition. They walked as far as 
Simoda in Idzu, and there got into a junk, telling the owner that 
he must at once set sail with them for Yedo; that they had no 
money to pay him if he complied, but that they had swords which 
they would use if they refused, The man ordered aail to be set, and 
arrived with them at Shinagawa. About four o’clock on Tuesday 
morning they arrived at the outer gate of the palace. The lamp 
was burning, and they knocked and demanded admittance to see 
he Tenno. The guard asked who they were ! They told him they 
were Samourai of the clans we have named. The guard answered 
them, that if that were so, they must be aware that was not the way 
to obtain audience of his Majesiy, and they must go to their Ken 
and send in their business through the proper authorities and 
in the usual way. They said that they were determined to see 
the Mikado themselves and at once. So the colloquy continued 
until daylight, when the lantern was removed and the gate 
opened. They then rushed in, but found the second gate closed. 
Ihey demanded that it should be opened, and this being refused 
some of them drew their weapons and did not at first strike the 
guard, but begun to dig them in the earth. They were then 
fired upon—with the effect already known. Great indignation 
has been expressed by the Satsuma men at their being fired upon. 
They say the men had done nothing wrong, and they affect to 
believe meant nothing wrong. They scout the idea of a con- 
epiracy 5 and declare that the Mikado ought to have granted 
them an audience. Thus it is they make the peremptory demand, 
for the unconditional discharge of the men without examination, 
and the execution of the slayers of their companion. Saigo, who 
is the most prominent man in the Government, is as much an- 
noyed as his fellow clansmen, at the guard having fired upon 
the men; so it is not improbable that the demand for the release 
will be complied with. : 

The Japanese Government is giving foreigners an opportunity 
for a very pleasant excursion. An exhibition is to be opened on 
the 17th April in Kioto ; And all foreigners are permitted to visit 
the Imperial city during fifty days. Passsports must be obtained 
from the Consuls at Hiogo ; and the limits of the city must not 
be transgressed during the stay in Kioto ; guards wearing a dis- 
tinctive uniform, and delegated especially to protect foreigners, 
will be statined throughout the city, and will be on duty day 
and uight. It is believed, also, that there will be a fixed price 
for hotel chatges; so the whole arranzements seem to be com- 
plete and seusible. As a Hiogo paper remarks, the advent of 
foreigners wili doubly increase to the Japanese the interest aris- 
ing from the exhibition itself. Foreign exhibitors will be per- 
mittee to proceed there one week previously and to remain for the 
same period after its close. 

A very serious fire occurred at Yetlo oh the afternoon of the 3rd 
April ; no less than two square miles of the city was laid waste, 
30 000 persons rendered homeless, and between 250 and. 350 per- 
sons killed. The foreign houses burst consist of Mr. Loureiro’s, 
the Yedo Hotel, and the French Hotel, which are completely 
destroyed. The English Covisulate ahd Messrs. Siebotds and Mr. 
Water's houses fortunately escaped, though very narrowly. The 
distress is described as overwhelming, and a meeting of the 
Yokohama Chamber of Commerce has taken place, at which a 
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memorial has been sent to the Governor of Kanagawa, expressing 
the willitigness of the foreiga community to render such assist- 
ance as is in their power. 

Some excitement was caused through the report that a foreigner 
had been cut down up country, but the fact turned out to be that 
a German American named Klein had, in a state of despundeacy, 
inflicted wounds on himself in his throat and wrist. He was 
found dangerously cut, but able to declare how the wounds had 
been caused. 

The German residents of Yokohama have presented Mr. Zappe, 
the German Consul, with an address and a testimonial. 

The Rev. Mr. Syle, of Shanghai, has accepted the invitation 
sent him to take the charge of Christ Church.

SHANGHAI. 
Our advices from this port extend to the 12th April; the P. 
and O. mail from London, Feb. 23, arrived out on the 9th April. 
The following summary of the news is from the Worth China 


Herald :— 

The energetic remonstrances which have been lately made 
about the Woosung Bar have at least called attention to the 
matter in Peking. The question seems still to be imperfectly 
realised, but that it is being considered at all is a great thing. 
Mr. Wade seems to have been as successfully imbued as Mr. Low 
with doubt as to ‘‘ the practicability of permanently improving the 
Woosung Bar;” but everybody will by-and-by see that the 
permanent application of a dredger must assuredly cut a channel 
and keep it open. 

Nine more of the Poo-mwan-tang villagers, forming the last of 
those arrested so far, on account of the attack on Messrs. Farn— 
ham and Rohl, have received sentences of various severity, from 
300 blows downwards, at the Mixed Court, and seventeen in all 
have had their punishments carried out in the presence of Messrs. 
Haas, U.S. Officiating Interpreter, Franzenbach, German Inter- 
preter, and Inspector Stripling, and have been administered with 
full severity. che man sentenced to ten months’ imprisonment 
was so very old, being over seventy, that no other mode of punish- 
ment was possible. Another old man was punished by blows on 
the hand and a short term of cangue. The military mandarin 
who has been degraded has, it appears, suffered that indignity not 
for any active share in the row, but because, having passed 
through the village and seen Mr. Farnham’s Chinese employés 
bound up, he still denied that he had been there at all on that 
day. These men, unlike the civil magistrate, are not responsible 
for the maintenance of public order in their district ; otherwise, 
the fact that he had been in the village, seen the Chinese bound 
and confined, and must have learnt that there had been an un- 
lawful disturbance, would have justified punishment of a different 
kind, in addition to loss of rank. We have already expressed an 
opinion that the punishment by blows on the mouth is cruel. The 
punishment is a thoroughly Chinese one, and based on a principle 
of criminal jurisprudence wholly contrary to Western procedure. 
Theman who isordered this punishment hastold many and ménifest 
lies, with a view to exculpate himself, while several witnesses have 
proved conclusively his guilt. For the lies he has told he is punished 
by blows on the mouth; for the guilt established against him, 
he receives two hundred blows on the thigh. As we have said, 
the principle of self-crimination is not only not accepted in the 
West, but is absolutely reprooated ; and we think, share oppor- 
tunity offers, while strict and vigorous justice may be done, the 
Mixed Court should be taught to modify the more barbaric of its 
practices through the influence of its foreign elements. As the 
investigation proceeds, facts come to light incriminating many 
more of the villagers than have been takea into custody so far, 
and it is likely that numerous arrests will yet be made. But all 
this while the real origin of the row is by no means made clear. 

The result of the complaints regarding the conduct of native 
gunboat men in the Foreign Settlements, has been the issue of a 
proclamation by the Taoutai requiring them to behave more cir- 
cumspectly in future. 

A rather strange shooting case has occurred in Hongkew. A man 
named Stephens, formerly a pilot in Shanghai, and who had re- 
turned by the Priam, was out on the Broadway about ] a.m., and, 
it is alleged, behaving rather noisily. No complaint was made to 
the police however, nor did he attract their attention; but @ 
Canton Chinaman in the neighbourhood, feeling annoyed at the 
disturbance, raised his window and fired at the man several times 
with a revolver. Feeling himself wounded, Stephens made for 
the tavern where he lived, the keeper of which at once sent for 
the police. The Chinaman was arrested, and a Smith and Wes- 
son’s revolver, with four chambers recently discharged, found iu 
his possession. He asserted that he had not fired at the man 
with the revolver, but had merely thrown out a few crackers to 
frighten him away, because he found he could not get to sleep, 
and had to be up to work early in the morning. Stephens was 
removed to the hospital, where a wound on the thigh, .several 
inches in depth, was found. ‘The Chinaman has lived many yéars 
in California, ae 

Telegraphic communication with Hong Kong is again inter- 
rupted. ‘These frequent breaks illustrate the value of having 
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two strings to our bow. It is only ten months since the first 
direct telegram reached us. But we have come to look on daily 
communication with London now as a matter of course, and with 
two lines we are pretty sure of maintaining it. A junk will 
hardly lift the cable near Amoy at the same moment that fisher- 
men steal a piece near Shanghai. One or other accident seems 
to happen pretty frequently, but they have always alternated 
hitherto ; and experience proves, we believe, that either route 
works equally well. At first there was an impression that telegrams 
sent through Russia were not transmitted either so correctly or 
so expeditiously as by the southern line, and we believe there was 
some truth in the charge. But more skilled employés have been 
since engaged, and as the Great Northern Company have a line 
across Siberia entirely at their own disposal, the risk of error or 
delay is obviated, or is certainly not greater than by the Hong 
Kong route. 

The meeting of the North China Insurance Company was held 
on the 8th April. The accounts made up to the 3lst December, 
1871, showed that at that date there was a credit balance of 
Tls. 996,218, in addition to the paid-up capital—Tls. 300,000. The 
directors’ report went on to state :— 

The net premia earned during the half-year ended 3lst December, 
with interest accrued, &c., amounts to Tls. 496,572.58, and after paying 
losses and claims, agency and office charges, the working account leaves 
a surplus of Tls. 302,608.06 to be carried forward. Subsequent pay- 
ments have been made, amounting to Tls. 93,285.23, which comprise, 
in addition to average claims settled to date, all total losses at present 
known. . The outstanding risks are in respect of policies underwritten 
in 1871, for the termination of all of which sufficient time has not elapsed. 
In addition to the dividends declared prior to 31st December last, and 
included in the accounts, Tls. 150 per share, or Tls. 225,000, have since 
been distributed amongst the shareholders generally, and the directors 
hope to declare shortly a bonus to the contributors of premia out of the 
reserved third of the total profits. The period of three years, for which 
this company (1869-1871) was formed, having expired, the balance of 
funds in hand will be divided as soon as practicable, according to the 
terms of the deed of settlement. 

At the meeting the chairman—Mr. F. Porter—said that the 
balance in hand, over and above the paid-up capital, and after 
paying the dividends set forth, included the one-third reserved 
share of profits, which could not be distributed until the actual 
amount of premia contributed by each shareholder was ascer- 
tained. It must also be borne in mind that some of the longer 
risks had not yet run off, and it was therefore necessary to keep 
money in hand to meet probable losses, besides which claims 
would still come forward which were in course of adjustment. 
The business of the whole term 1869-1871, so far as results at 
present showed, compared very favourably with that of 1866-68, 
the total premia being about Tls. 150,000 greater and the pay- 
ment for prove and claims about Tls. 75,000 less. There would 
be about Tis. 400,000 due to contributors, to be divided as soon as 
could be. The report and accounts were unanimously passed. 

It is said that a secret memorial has been lately addressed to 
the Emperor by a high official, protesting against the Foreign Ar 
senals, on the ground of their great expense. The establishments 
specially assailed are those at Foochow and Shanghai, which are 
certainly the most extensive and therefore the most assailable on 
the plea put forward. But there seems considerable room for 
doubt whether the plea is a genuine one, or whether the whole 
thing is not a party movement. 

The Peking Gazette of March 5th contains a rather suggestive 
memoriai from the Governor of Kiangsi, regarding the acquisition 
of munitions of war. He quotes an imperial edict dated the 6th 
of January 1871, which directed all Governors of provinces to 
state their views regarding the recruitment of the army, and or- 
dered them to obtain the drill rules used by the troops at Tient- 
sin and Shanghai who were being taught to use muskets and can- 
non. The memorialist did this, and also bought a quantity of 
munitions of war; but that was expensive and inconvenient, so 
he is going to establish an arsenal of his own. 

Our Nanking correspondent sends a translation of the Imperial 
edict to which we referred last week, regarding Tseng-kwo-fan’s 
death. It speaks in high terms of the late Viceroy’s worth, and 
decrees him great honour. We mentioned last week that Ho, the 
present Governor of this province, has been ordered to take up the 
acting appointment of Viceroy. Ho isa Kwantung man, and aw 
old friend of Tseng-kwo-fan’s. It is supposed that this fact de- 
termined the appointment, as he has not a reputation for very 
marked ability. He is honest and painstaking ; but the mandarins 
seem to think the times demand a man of more nerve than Ho is 
credited with. The Fantai, in the meantime, is to act as Futai. 

Advices from Swatow report a continuance of large receipts of 
rice, more than absorbing all storage accommodation. A few 
weeks since a tiger made his appearance ata village only about 
seven miles from the harbour; the villagers gathered to the 
number of about 200, with weapons of different kinds, and sallied 
out to meet him. Instead of retreating, the tiger turned upon 
them, and eight men were wounded, one, whom Br. Thompson, of 
Swatow, was called to attend, quite seriously. The animal was 
not captured at last accounts. 

We are informed that as the Aona had just crossed the bar at 


Swatow, on the 2nd April, bound to Shanghai, in a strong wind |

HONG KONG, 

Dates are to 18th April. The London mail of 8th March ar- 
rived out on 16th April with Sir Arthur Kennedy, the new 
Governor. The landing and reception of his Excellency was very 
enthusiastic. 


After, the landing, the new Governor proceeded to Government 
Tlouse and held a meeting of the council. Present: H. E. the 
Lieut. Governor, the hon. the Acting Chief Justice, the Hon. the 
Acting Colonial Secretary, the Hon. the Acting Attorney-General, 
the Hon. the Acting Colonial Treasurer, the Hon. Ryrie, the Hon. 
H. Loweock, the Hon. W. Keswick, and the Hon. James Greig. 

The Clerk of the Council having read the letters patent ap- 

inting Sir Arthur Kennedy, K.0.M.G. and 0.B., Governor of 

ong Kong, and revoking those granted to his predecessor, the 
oath of Supremacy was administered to his Excellency by the 
Hon. the Acting Chief Justice. During the reading of the oath, 
upon coming to the portion alluding to the descendants of the 
Princess Sophia, H. E. paused and asked whether this were the 
proper oath? Upon being assured that it was by the Actin 
Chief Justice, the reading was proceeded with, and H. E. kisse 
the Bible in attestation. Finally the oath of a Governor of Hong 
Kong was taken by Sir Arthur, and the two documents, signed by 
him, were handed to the Clerk of Councils for record. At the 
same instant the guard presented arms and the saluting battery 
commenced a salute. 

His Excellency having requested the members of Council to 
be seated, then made a short speech. He had not, he said, in- 
tended when he came down to speak at all; but as his silence 
upon such an occasion as his being sworn in as Governor might 
be misapprehended, it were perhaps as well that he said a few 
words. He assured the members of Council that he much felt 
the responsibility which H.M. Government had imposed upon 
him in creating him Governor of this highly important colony , 
and he felt the disadvantage under which he laboured in suc- 
ceeding so able an administrator as Sir Richard MacDonnell. 
He had known Sir Richard for many years, and they were, 
he believed, almost contemporary. In what Sir Richard 
had failed, it was quite possible that he (Sir Arthur) might not 
succeed, But he looked to the members of the council for a con- 
scientious and fair support of all measures for the good of Her 
Majesty’s service. They were all bound, as he was, by oath to 
use their best efforts to that end, and that end could only be at- 
tained by mutual confidence, respect, and good-will between all 
parties. They all knew what an immense amount of mischief one 
wrong-headed man—that was, his Excellency thought, the proper 
word to use in such a case—in a council might effect ; so far as 
his reading had extended, he thought that the council of this 
colony had had great difficulties to encounter, and in the opinion 
of Her Majesty’s Government (which was better than his opinion) 
its members deserved great credit. He ventured to hope that 
they would work well with him, and aflord him honest and effi- 
ceint support. 

H. E. wished at the same time to impress upon the minds of 
the members the fact that he never allowed any differences of 
opinion on political subjects to extend beyond the walls of the 
Council-room. He had been Governor of four colonies before this 
one, and had at times differed, and differed widely, with members of 
the Councils he had to do with. But he had never allowed official 
differences of opinion to degenerate into personal likes and dislikes. 
There was nothing he so reprobated as carrying public business into 
private affairs. If the members felt he deserved their support they 
would doubtless give it. They might find out that he was not 
very brilliant, or very clever, or much wiser than his fellow men, 
but they would assuredly find that he was very earnest in all that 
tended to the good of Her Majesty’s service, and in this he hoped 
to find cordial support—(cheers). As a new cemer he was greatly 
dependent upon such local information as was given him, and re- 
lied a good deal upon the Council in this respect. If they were 
honest and faithful in their efforts little more could be expected. 
H.E. had, he again remarked, not intended to speak, and what he 
had just said was simply to prevent any misunderstanding had he 
been silent. He had thought it best to say a few words and hoped 
that the members of the Council and himself would get on well 
together—(applause). : 

E. E. then declared the Council adjourned sine die, and, after 
a short conversation with the officials present, left the Council 
Chamber and returned to Government House.

Upon H.E.’s arrival, the guard presented arms, the 
band playing the usual air. Sir Richard seemed to be in good 
spirits, and bade farewell to most of those present, individually. 
As he stepped into the barge to convey him on board, the battery 
commenced a salute. 

A return of revenue and expenditure for 1871, including re- 
ceipts and disbursements on accuunt of the colony by the Crown 
Agents in England, is also published in the same issue, with the 
‘comparative statement for the years 1870 and 1871. The revenue 
for 1871 is $844,417.85, against $914,976.37 for 1870. The ex- 

mditure for last year is $894,208.84, against $877,224,10 for 1870, 

he returns do not appear to be as satisfactory as we had hoped, 
but we must reserve comment on their details. 

Much to the surprise of most people the Hailoong has ‘arrived 
here, and we may heartily congratulate her owners and crew in 
having succeeded in saving her. That under the peculiar circum- 
stances of the case merely a small portion of the cargo has been 
totally lost is most deediiable to all concerned. The Hailoong struck 
on a rock where the chart showed nine fathoms water, and was af- 
terwards beached. H.M.S. Elk, after some few hours’ search, found 
the rock, which is stated to have fourteen feet of water on it and 
nine fathoms all round. As already stated the guard on board 
the Hailoong had to fire into the Chinese in order to keep them 
away, when three were killed, and we learn that they sent on 
board the next day for money to pay for the burial. 

The case of the Chinese Customs at Foochow against Messrs. 
Hedge and Co. for illegal traffic with two cargo boats was tried 
before the Confiscation Court, and the defendants were fined 
Tis. 50. Notice of appeal was given. 

The Columbian clipper barque Noord Brabant was sold for 
$19,000. The purchaser is Captain W. Whyte, o well-known and 
popular shipmaster, formerly commanding the Onward (late 
Corriemulzic), and trading on the Australian line. The barque 
will now be rechristened the For:card, and under ‘the command 
of Captain Whyte she will continue in the Portland trade. 

The Oriente undertakes to open a subscription for the erection 
of a monument to the memory of Senhor do Amaral, late 
Governor of Macao, who was decapitated by the Chinese on 22nd 
August, 1849, near the Barrier at Macao. 

An extraordinary meeting of shareholders in the Chinese In- 
surance Company (Limited) was held on the 13th at the head-office 
of the company, to confirm the special resolutions passed on the 
23rd ult. There were present Messrs. H. Melchers in the chair, 
E. R Belilios, O. H. Burrows, E. A. Hitchcock, A. Hancock, E. 
Norton, H. Kiwr, Jameson, Barnes, E. Moore, J. B. Smith, and 
Pow Chow. The chairman, having read the notice convening the 
meeting, proposed that the special resolutions be confirmed ; the 
motion was seconded by Mr. Hancock, and carried unanimously. 
The meeting then separated. 

M. Chappedelaine has notified his appointment as French Con- 
sul at Canton, and Mr. Blanchetor has taken his departure, pos- 
sibly for ehenghat where he is to fill the post of Interpreter. 

Before the departure of the Rev. Mr. F. S. Turner, in the 
steamer Ajax, the native Christians of his congregation presented 
him with a laudatory address written on satin. The address 
eulogised the devotion of the rev. gentleman, who has been in 
China for a long term of years preaching the gospel of truth in 
connection with the London Missionary Society, and ascribed the 
wide spread of Christianity in this southern province of China to 
his efforts and those of his fellow-labourers in the mission field. 

The United States Government are about arranging with the 
American Trading Company of Borneo for a site for a Naval 
Station to be located within the Company’s concession on the 
north end of Borneo, and that a commissioner will be despatched 
by the mail following this to select the place and complete the 
final settlements. 

HONG KONG DISTILLERY COMPANY ¥V. WAHEE, SMITH AND CO. 

An application to the Court of Chancery arose out of a bill in 
equity, filed by the plaintiffs, to ‘cause defendants to give an ac- 
count of money belonging to plaintiffs received by defendants 
from one of their partners, Mr. W. M’G. Smith, when the manag- 
ing director of the Distillery Company. Mr. Toller, solicitor for 
plaintiffs, now moved for permission to serve a copy of the bill 
on two of the defendants only, as Mr. Victor Kresser, the third 
defendant, was absent from the colony. Application granted.

; BANGKOK. 

The Stam Advertiser has the following items :— 

His Excellency J. M. Pereira, Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary and suite, were ceremoniously conveyed 
in one of the Government steam yachts to the Santangprat’ate 
court. On landing his Excellency received the usual salute, after 
which a procession formed and escorted the Ambassador to the 
palace, where his Excellency had an audience with his Majesty 
the King. We learn that the Ambassador is the bearer of a let- 
ter addressed to both the First and the Second King, also the 
highest 8; h order, which has been conferred upon each of 
them by the Spanish Government. 
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H. M. the King of Siam, performed the last acts of respect to 
the remains of his deceased aunt, PirA: Ong Sifsi:m&un. The 
ramains, in accordance with the customs of the country, and the 
rank of the Princess, had been conveyed to the Mane buildings 
that had been constructed at the temple Wat Cheng, and for the 
usual number of days crowds of relatives, attendants and spec- 
tators visited the scene to gaze upon the gorgeous urn, witness 
the theatrical performances, ministration of the priests, the fire- 
works, and receive the gifts that are scattered among the crowd 
and are usually given to distinguished persons. 

These performances continued day and night for several days. 
Friday afternoon H.M. the First King ignited the fuse which 
conveyed the flashing flame to the urn and reduced the remains 
to ashes and charred bones. No invitations were sent to foreigners 
to be present, consequently there were present only a few, who 
were curious to behold such a scene. 

The English church has just been whitewashed and painted. 
The inside of the walls have been changed from white to a light 
blue. The verandas have been covered with square Chinese tiles 
and the steps have been levelled. The worshippers in that edifice 
are indebted to our friend Mr. J. Blythe, manager of the Borneo 
Company, Limited, of this city, for these improvements. Com- 
plaints are made of the small number of attendants. 








JAVA.

The New Batavian Handelsblad says :— 

Official statistics show that during the two years following the 
doing away with flogging in 1865 the number of persous brought 
up and afterwards condemaed was 20,000 less than during that 
year. The number of acquittals at the police courts increased 
by some thousans, and the number of cases dealt with at the 
same courts fell off by 25 per cent. The number of persons 
yearly flogged before 1866 amounted to 60,000; since that year 
the number of persons condemned for all kinds of crime has les- 
sened by about 100,900 yearly. 

An expedition is to set out for Berrouw (Borneo), to call the 
Sultan of that principality to account for the many piracies com- 
mitted in his territory ; the said Sultan had been decorated for 
his services to the Government. Counterfeit guilders are in cir- 
culation in Batavia, some of which have been so cleverly made 
and everything so well imitated, even to the inscription on the 
rim, that the sharpest eye can detect no difference from genuine 
ones; it is by the sound alone that the spuriousness is be- 
trayed ; other coins are of copper, silvered galvanically and 
more akin to the genuine ones as to sound, but more 
roughly finished. ‘This industry is carried on by several 
persons in Netherlands India, there being another case 
of guilder counterfeiting pending in the High Court of 
Justice, but they do not appear to sin with regard to small 
change, probably because these small coins do not reward the 
trouble. In the Solo district some natives have seen an alligator, 
which bore onits back a big black snake with two ears ; some days 
afterwards this couple showed themselves to two anglers of whom 
one was dragged into the water by the snake, so that his body 
could not be found. People are naturally very inquisitive to see 
this singular pair with their own eyes. In the report for 1871 of 
the Netherlands India Life Assurance Company, it is stated as a 
well ascertained fact from statistics spreading over a series of 
years, that persons who have passed a large aud the best portion 
of their life in the tropics neither improve their chance of life nor 
lengthen the duration of their lives by leaving Netherlands India. 

Mr. Mijer, the late Governor-General of Netherlands India, in 
a report framed by him on the coffee culture in Java, holds that 
the compulsory cultivation of that article ought to be kept up 
until it shall be possible to leave it tu voluntary effort, but he adds 
that the time for the latter has not yet come ; it would seem that 
about 24 millions of persons are compulsory coffee cultivators, 
10 per cent. more than in 1863, but, that notwithstanding the in- 
creased number of labourers, the Java coffee yield has remained, 
generally speaking, stationary since 1854, notwithstanding that 
prices have risen, owing to greater demand. During the same 
period, the Ceylon coffee out turn has increased esloaaally’ in 
most parts of Java the cultivator is paid f.13 a picul for the coffee 
he brings in, that is, he is paid according to the produce, not 
according to the labour he performs. Thus, he gets nothin, 
whilst the coffee trees are young, and is punished when wind an 
rain bring about failure of the crops, or for difference of soil and 
position (in some places, 175 trees yield a picul of coffee, else- _ 
where it takes from 700 to 800 trees to produce the same). 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates extend to April 25. The outward P. and O. mail of 
March 22 arrived out April 22. ° 

There has been a trial of importance, arising out of the detec- 
tion of forged Java bank notes here to the amount of some 3,000 
guilders,—a large quantity of similar notes having been disco- 
vered in Java. ‘Three men who had been arrested on a charge of 
forgery and uttering these notes were tried, but acquitted, as 
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there was no evidence that they committed the forgery or had 

tendered any of the notes with criminal intent ; nor had the 

notes been found in the prisoners’ possession. Strictures were 

sed by the Chief Justice on the manner in which the police 

ad worked up the case against the prisoners, no less than three 

separate indictments, each containing several counts, having been 
made out, so that if one failed they might be caught in another. 

The colony is now without any native infantry, the 19th Ma. 
dras regiment having taken their departure for India by the 
transport Orontes. The military strength of the colony at present 
consists of a single European regiment, numbering only about 680 
all told, officers and men,and a small detachment of artillery. Whe- 
ther any reduction is to be made in the military contribution, or 
whether it is intended to replace the Sepoys by a local corps 
similar to the Ceylon Rifles, are matters of which nothing is pate 
licly known. 

Capt. W. Innes, R.E., having been appointed acting colonial 
engineer, vice Major McNair, R.A., his Excellency the Governor 
has been pleased to order that Mr. F. A. Sheppard revert to his 
own appointment of deputy colonial engineer. 

A general meeting of the members of the Tanglin Club was 
held in the club rooms, when the annual accounts were passed, 
and the following members were elected on the committee for the 
current year:—The Hon. J. W. W. Birch, president ; Louis 
James Fraser, Esq., hon. secretary and treasurer ; Sagar Veevers, 
Esq., William Hole, Esq., H. Remé, Esq., J. L. Ogilvy, Esq., C. F. 
Wilkinson, Esq., Reginald Padday, Esq., committee. 

The Straits Times publishes the report of the ex-Governor, 
Pope Hennessy, on the proposed union of Labuan to the Govern- 
ment of Singapore. No decision has been arrived at at the Colonial 
Office on the subject. 


The next six months promise no relaxation from labour to the 
community of this place, the time-tables of both the P. and O. 
and French mail steamers having been so arranged as to bring 
their homeward mail steamers here on Saturdays and Sundays,— 
the P. and O. mails closing on Sundays and the French mails 
probably early on Mondays. Added to this is the probabilit 
that frequently both the outward and homeward French mai 
will meet here on Sunday, making the prospect anything but 
inviting, and an occasional holiday will be indeed a boon. 

The arrivals via the Suez Canal have been the Lord of the Isles 
from London on the 13th, the Bengal from Liverpool via Calcutta 
on the 14th, the Antenor from Liverpool on the 17th, Parnassus 
from London and Erl King from Liverpool on the 19th, and Ab- 
botsford from Liverpool on the 21st. 


PENANG. 

In the case of Sandilands, Buttery, and Co. v. the Municipal 
Commissioners, the Judge, Sir William Haskett, said that he 
looked upon it as a misfensance on the part of the Municipal 
Commissioners that they did something they never had a right 
todo. Many cases were quoted from the Law Reports supporting 
the above view. Messrs. Sandilands and Buttery having waved 
their claim to damages, judgment for plaintiffs, with costs.

IMPORTS. 


YoKOHAMA.—The large business lately done in Cotton Yarn con- 
tinued, the demand being chiefly for Nos. 16-24, which had gradually 
advanced, and which closed at $42 to 42.50; Nos. 28-32 had also 
improved, and were quoted $45 to 45.75 ; Nos. 38-42 stood at $41.50 
to 42.50 per picul. Grey Shirtings were quite neglected ; T-Cloths and 
Drills were in less inquiry, owing to large supplies from China, but 
Turkey Reds were dearer. Fair sales of Lawns were reported at former 
rates. In Woollens there was no change, except in Mousselines, which 
were lower for all but Sky and White colours. . 

SHANGHAI—The market had suffered what may be termed a 
relapse. The hopes created by the recent excitement had well nigh 
vanished, and extreme dulness again prevailed. The Northern mer- 
chants had bought little, partly because their advices had been dis- 
couraging, partly from the fear that prices here might decline, but 
chiefly because of their desire to know the result of their recent heavy 
purchases, to the clearance of which they had becn devoting their atten- 
tion. Grey Shirtings: Only a retail trade has to be recorded; buyers 
seemed determined to restrict their operations to actual wants until 
prices recede, whilst sellers generally were as resolute on holding for 
rates more in conformity with those ruling in Manchester. Prices 
throughout had been fairly steady, but, at the close, resales of 7 Ibs. 
and 84 Ibs. by the natives indicate a weak and declining market. The 
tone of the market for heavy Shirtings was rather stronger. White 
Shirtings: Not in great request; settlements, about 17,000 pieces at 
former rates; closing quotations weaker, with little or no enquiry. 
T-Cloths : Steady demand for Mexican descriptions, but checked some- 
what by the firmness of holders. For 18 to 18-7 lb. T-Cloths, 
Tis. 1.63 to 1.65 had generally been asked, but buyers offered Tis. 1.60 
to 1.63, and most of the sales had been effected at these latter 
rates. A few thousand pieces— very good quality —- of this 
count and weight changed hands at Tis. 1.6.5. Of the lower counts only 
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a few 6-Ibs. taken, the selling prices being Tis, 1.24 to Tis. 1.27, but 
good 36 in. 8lbs. T-Cloths had been in fair request, and 12,000 to 
15,000 pieces of these had been placed. Drills: Business very trifling, 
settlements being under 10,000 pieces. Jeans: 2,550 pieces Dutch sold 
at Tis. 2.3.7. per piece and 2,500 pieces English at Tls. 2.3.5. Sheet-- 
ings : 6,600 pieces American placed on the basis of Tis. 3.8.5 for second 
quality. In English nothing done. Fancy Cottons had received little 
notice, and with the exception of recording an improvement of 5c. to 
1 mace per piece in the value of Gentian Shirtings, there is nothing to 
be said of this class of imports. Woollens: Market dull but extremely 
firm for most articles. Dark Blue Camlets wanted at advancing rates. 
A good assortment of CPH sold at Tls. 15.50. Of Long Ells small 
sales reported at Tls. 6.2.0 for ordinary chop scarlet, and Tis. 5.6.5 for 
assorted good quality. Transactions insignificant, and the market at 
the close by no means buoyant. In the other descriptions of Woollen 
goods there is nothing to report. Metals—Lead: weaker, but few 
buyers ; L.B. changed hands at Tls. 4.6.5. Iron—Nailrod: 4,000 
bundles sold at Tis. 3.20. Holders very firm, but natives will not yet 
agree to the terms offered by importers. Quotations unaltered. 

Hone Kona.—The Mail steamers had brought fair additions to stocks 
of manufacturers which had also been further augmented by the ar- 
rivals of Glengyle str., Yangtsze str., and Africa str., from London; 
and the Hector str., from Liverpool. The demand for manufactured 
goods had been of a very retail character. Advices from all the con- 
suming districts continued unfavourable, and as stocks were beginning 
to accumulate prices could not be considered firm. Importers were not 
anxious to supply the prevailing small demand, and consequently did 
not show any material decline. Cotton Yarn: Only 164 bales 38-42's 
sold at about former values ; stocks of 16-24’s large, and quotations 
weak ; 28-32’s in moderate supply and steady. Grey Shirtings ; 7 lbs. 
still in small stock, but the absence of inquiry and pressure of several 
holders to realise arrivals had tended to establish a decline of 2 to 8 cents. 
Business 8.4 lbs. weight also retail of a nature. Rates, though nominally 
unchanged, weak. 10 Ibs. weight asked for, but only favourite chops 
moved. White Shirtings: With the exception of the very finest all 

classes of these goods had continued stagnant, and quotations 

quite nominal; White Irishes declined. T-Cloths: 6 lbs. com- 
mon declined about 5 cents, owing to re-sales by native holders; 7 
lbs. tended downwards, stocks were rather heavy, and import- 
ers weak. A small sale of 6 lbs. Mexicans reported at $1.84; 7 
Ibs. Mexicans difficult to move; 8 lbs. forced on the market 
at a reduction of 5c. to 7c. Drills: English weak, dealers being well 
supplied with purchases made to arrive ; American out of stock ; Dutch 
lower ; English Jeans without alteration. Fancy Goods: Spots and 
Brocades in small stock, and small inquiry at last quotations; Dyed 
Damasks quiet; TR Shirtings buyers at former quotations, supplies 
light; Chintzes dull; Gentian Twills difficult to move; TR Hand- 
kerchiefs could not be sold to any extent ; Black Velvets held firmly ; 
Blue not saleable; Velveteens firm. Woollens and Worsteds: A most 
trivial trade doing. Metals: Nail Rod Iron rather weaker owing to 
several parcels purchased ‘‘to arrive” at low rates being placed upon 
the market; Bar Iron still in small stock, and a further advance has 
to be noted; Round Iron firm; Hoop advanced 20c. to 25c., as there 
was none in stock ; Steel difficult to move; Tin-Plates held firmly ; 
Quicksilver declined owing to heavy arrivals; Lead almost nominal 
owing to a few anxious sellers; Yellow in fair supply and prices weak. 

SINGAPORE.—The following is from Messrs. Boustead and Co.’s 
circular. The arrivals with general cargoes during the fortnight are 
the steamer Parnassus from Glasgow, the steamers Lord of the Isles, 
Erl King, and Abbotsford from London, the steamer Antenor from 
Liverpool, and Ellen Rickmers from Rotterdam. 39-inch Grey Shirt- 
ings: demand for 8} lbs. improved and considerable sales effected at 
$2,62},with small sales at $2.65. 7 lbs. quiet.6 lbs. in moderate request, 
45-inch: 91bs. very dull, ard to effect sales holders have accepted a 
reduction of 10 cents per piece. No stock of 8 lbs on hand. 32-inch 
Grey T. Cloths: Holders had pressed sales, and prices are in conse- 
quence slightly easier. Sales of 7 lbs. at $1.90 reported. 6 Ibe. in 
moderate supply, but poor enquiry. Light weights meet with little 
notice, 82-inch Grey Madapollams in small stock, and improved de- 
mand at previous rates. 36-inch Grey Supers: No.1 in good enquiry, 
which has been met at $1.95 to $1.974 for ordinary, and $2.05 to 
$2.07) for favourite makes. No demand for Nos.2and3. 36-inch 
White Shirtings: during the early part of the fortnight there was a 
good enquiry for fine and medium qualities. Latterly the accounts 
from the outports have been unsatisfactory, and fine qualities are in less 
demand. 45-inch White Shirtings are scarce and much wanted. 
36-inch White Spots are in small stock and fair request at $2.65 to 
$2.67}. 36-inch White Brocades are neglected. 45-inch White Cambrics: 
Prices are firm, but there is rather less demand. 15-16s are worth $33 to 
$34. 40s in active request at $234 to 24. Littledemand for low qualities. 
Imitation Irishes are quieter, stocks in second hands being considerable. 
86-inch Dyed Spots and Brocades are in little demand. Velvets are 
not inquired for. T. Red Cambrics have been taken to a small extent 
at higher prices, $2.40 for 241bs. and $2.674 for 23 lbs, but there is 
very little inquiry. T. Red Mulls meet with small request. Camlets 
are held firmly, bat there is little demand. Scarlet Long Ells 12 lbs. 
are out of stock and in good inquiry. Scarlet Spanish Stripes are firm 
and supplies are infew hands. Brocade Lustreg wanted at 22 cents or 
thereabouts; Lastings have not been asked for. Grey Yarn: 40s have 
been in fair request at quotations, and holders are asking higher rates. 
There are a few inquiries for 18-248 at $102$ to $105. T. Red Yarn 
of best quality is in small demand at previous rates, but holders seek 
an advance. Green Yarn is ingood inquiry. Copper Sheathing is in 
limited inquiry, small sales of fine sizes at $29. Yellow Metal has been 
only moderately dealt in at $25 for the heavy and $254 to $26 for light 
numbers. Zinc Sheathing quiet at $8.75 to $9. Iron: A sale of 
English bar at $3.50. Nailrods, small sales at $3.50 to $3.624, but now 
held for more. Swedish flat bar in little inquiry. Lead: L. B. and 


.Co’s. brand is in good demand, a sale on the spot at $6} and latterly to 


arrive at $6.20, spot parcels are now held for $6.25. Stucks ere mode- 


ate. Sheet continues dull.

QBPNo later intelligence has been received from Foochow, and at the 
northern ports nothing of interest has transpired; at Canton, however, 
the prospects for the new leaf are said to be satisfactory, and at Macao 
further purchases of new,Congous have been made, at prices which have 
not become public, but which are reported to be high, Small arrivals 
of new leaf at Canton had taken place at intervals during the fortnight, 
but had not been shown by the Teamen, as the quantity was too small 
to be of any service in forming an opinion as to the quality of the pick- 
ing. The Teamen reported the receipts thus far to be of quality superior 
to last season, and that prices were higher, making the average about 
the same as last year’s values. Those reports need confirmation, how- 
ever, as no musters had been shown, At Shanghai, no busiuess had 
been transacted in either black or green, and no additions had been made 
to the small stocks previously reported on offer, At Yokohama, but 
little inquiry had existed, and only 250 piculs had been settled during 
the fortnight, leaving a stock of 1,200 piculs, in which there were few 
orno fine teas, 

SILK. 


YoxkoHaAMA.—The market had been very quiet, and only a few pur- 
chases of any moment had been made ; settlements amounted to about 
350 bales, of which about 50 bales were Tama, the remainder being 
chiefly Hamatski. Arrivals had fallen off considerably, and a further 
reduction in the unsold stock has to be noted. Prices for Hanks and 
Hamatskis were about $10 per ,picul easier, while other sorts remained 
unchanged. 

SHanGHat.—Messrs. C. J. Skeggs and Co.’s Circular says :—Trans-

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COURT OF QUEEN'S BENCH. 
FRASER V. THE TELEGRAPH OONSTRUCTION OOMPANY.—-AUXILIABY 
STEAMBHIPS. 

This was an action by the shipper of goods on board an auxiliary 
screw steamer, the Hibernia, for delay in the voyage, arising from the 
steam not having been sufficiently used. The company had the Ar. 
bernia at Singapore, where it had taken some telegraph wires, and 
shipped a cargo of goods for the plaintiff to be carried to this country. 
The bill of lading described the vessel as a steamer, and it mentioned 
that it was, in fact, at liberty to touch at any ports for coal, but it was, 
in fact, a vessel propelled by sails, and in which the steam power was 
used only as auxiliary. The freight, however, was very low, 40s.a ton. 
The ordinary duration of the voyage by steam would be sixty-five 
days, but in fact the voyage took 185 days. The vessel took as much 
coal on board as it would carry, but this would only allow of steam 
being used occasionally, unless it was replaced, and, in point of fact, 
the steam power was only used in the China Sea, during calms at St. 
Helena, and in coming up the Channel. The delay in the voyage had 
caused the plaintiff damage,and for this damage he sued. The case 
was tried at the Guildhall on the 19th December last, before Justice 
Mellor and a special jury, and they found for the company, on the 
ground that as an auxiliary steamer it had been managed in the usual 
way, and that it was not usual to replenish the coal. Subsequently a 
rule nisi was granted for a new trial, and the present application on 
behalf of the plaintiff was to make this rule absolute. 

After hearing counsel the Court decided that as the bill of lading 
described the vessel as a ‘steamer,’ it meant that the voyage should 
be by steam-power ; otherwise it would be deceiving and misleading 
the shippers of goods. They believed that auxiliary steamships were 
generally deacribed as such. The plaintiff had supposed he was ship- 
ping his goods on board a steamer, whereas, in fact, it had not been 

ropelled by steam-power. The contract by the bill of lading was not 

‘or an auxiliary steamer, but for a ‘‘ steamer,” and therefore the find- 
ing of the jury that the vessel was managed in the usual manner as 
regarded auxiliary steam did not avail. The meaning of the bill of 

ing was that the primary and principal motive power of the vessel 
should be steam, and that was the contract between the parties. But 
even if it would satisfy the contract that the vessel should be an 
auxiliary steamer, that implied that steam should be used to a anffi- 
cient extent. Neither question, however, had been put to the jury, 
and the seraint therefore, could not be sustained, and there must be 
a new trial. 


MABINE INSUBANCE.—THH “ BLACKADDER: ’—WILLIS AND SONS 
V. SAUNDERS, UNDERWBITER. 

This was an action, tried in December last, before Baron Bramwell, 
to recover on a policy of insurance on the clipper ship Blackadder, and 
the defence was that the ship was not properly equipped, and was unsea- 
worthy. The Blackadder was a new clipper ship, built for the London 
and China trade, and in the course of her first outward voyage it was 
stated that she encountered bad weather, and lost her mainmast. This 
caused serious damage to the vessel, and she had to put into the Cape 
to repair, and the a sought to recover upon the policy in 
question for the loss they had sustained. On the part of the Under- 
writers it was submitted that the mast was not properly secured with 
the usual rivets in the cheeks, and that to this, rather than to the vio- 
Jence of the wind, the accident was owing. It was also urged that 
there was nothing in the ship's log book to show that the vessel ex- 
perienced such violence as would account for the mast giving way if it 
was properly secured. For the plaintiffs, however, it was contended 
that the mast was properly secured, and the damage to the ship was 
solely attributable to the storms and perils of the sea. The jury found 
a verdict for the plaintiffs, but subsequently a rule nisi was ‘obtained 
by the defendant for a new trial on the ground that the verdict was 
against the weight of evidence. 

On the 23rd inst. an application was made by Sir John Kars- 
lake to the full Court (the Lord Chief Justice, Mr. Justice Black- 
burn, Mr. Justice Mellor, and Mr. Justice Lush) to make this rule 
qbsolute. After hearing counsel the Court granted the application, 
and a new trial will consequently take place. 


THE CHINESE AND JAPANESE TREATY. 
The Pall Mall Gazette publishes the following remarks upon the 
Treaty lately concluded between China and Japan :— 


A recent number of the Overland China Mail contains what pur- 
ports to be a translation of the Treaty and Trade Regulations lately 
agreed upon between China and Japan. That the translation is not 
atrictly faithful is plain from a few obvious verbal inaccuracies which 
occur in it, but, judging from its general tenor, we believe that in 
substance it will be found to represent the terms agreed upon. In 
framing the articles the contracting parties have drawn largely on the 
foreign treaties as their models, and hence we find the opening pas- 
sages teeming with general expressions of goodwill to the extent even 
of saying that in case of either experiencing injustice or wrong from 
another State, the one so injured shall ‘‘ be entitled to assistance or 
good offices from the other.” In framing the Trade Regulations the 
authors of the Treaty have even intensified some of the restrictions 
placec on foreign trade by the treaties. For instance, with absurd 
illiberality they strictly prohibit the subjects of either Power going 
into the interior of the country of the other ; and should a Japanese 
merchant carry his goods into the interior of China, not only ure his 
goods to be confiscated, but the offender is to be held amenable to his 
Consul. This is the more strange, since for centuries the people of 
the two countries have been closely united by the common bonds of 
religion, Jiterature, and to a certain extent, language. So much 
is this felt to be the case, that it is especially agreed that the books 
of either country may circulate frecly in the other, and it is 
considered necessary to prohibit natives of Japan from present- 
ing themselves at the Chinese competitive examinations. The 
Chinese ports declared open to trade are the same as those known 

us as the treaty ports, with the substitution of Kinchau in the Can- 


ton province for Kiung Chau in Hainan, but the only ports at which 
Chinamen are to be allowed to trade iu Japan are Yokohama, Hako- 
dadi, Osaka, Neegata, and Pezo. At these places convenient sites are 
to be pointed out by the local authorities for the erection of houses 
either for residence or business. The result of blindly following the 
trade regulations made by each country with foreign nations has had 
the effect of establishing some strange inequalities in the matter of 
trading penalties. For instance, it is agreed that if false entries or 
omiesions be discovered in ship’s manifests presented by Japanese cap- 
tains to the Chinese custom-house, the goods shall be confiscated and 
the captain fined 500 taels, but ‘‘ in Japan omissions shall incur a fine 
equivalent to the duty, and for false entries the fine shall be 125 
dollars.” Again, if a Japanese captain “ presumes to land cargo before 
the manifest has been examined, he shall he amerced 500 taels, and 
the goods shall be confiscated.’ If a Chinese captain is guilty of the 
same offence in Japan, the goods shall be confiscated only. The same 
restrictions are to be enforced with regard to the trade in'nitre, sulphur, 
and white copper as ure laid down in our treaty with China, and rice 
is not to be transported from either country. 


THE BRINDISI ROUTE. 

The following letter detailing the inconveniencies experienced by 
travellers by the Brindisi Route has appeared in 7he Times':—Having 
a few days sinc? crossed the Continent via Brindisi and Mont Cenis, 
I can most thoroughly corroborate all that has been stated as to the 
bad management at the Turin terminus of the Northern Railway of 
Italy, and the extreme incivility of such officials as have not been ren- 
dered gracious by atip. But, indeed, the arrangements throughout 
this route seem made with the express intention of forcing travellers 
to journey either by Marseilles or the Brenner. After all kinds of un- 
usual difficulties at Turin, we, the unhappy passengers, on arriving at 
Modane, were driven into a room to have our luggage examined. This 
room had but one small door for entrance and exit, at which the diffi- 
culty was still further enhanced by a demand for passports, recently 
declared to be unnecessary, and by the consequent delay in the case of 
the unprovided. The number of carriages provided here for the jour- 
ney to Paris was miserably insufficient. I found myself in a coupe 
with four seats, in company with a gentleman, two ladies, and three 
children, who had to get in, there being no other places, at the last 
moment, and were subsequently compelled to pay the extra charge 
made for the coupe lit. Wearrived punctually at Paris, but, as in- 
geniously arranged, just too late to catch the morning train at the 
Northern Railway for England, via Calais and Dover. 


Cointna FoR Japan.—The San Francisco Bulletin notes the arrival 
(at that place, by the China steamer, of $2,000,000 in Japanese nibo 
gold coins), sent to be put in shape for re-coinage. The Bulletins 
says :—“ Some time ago the Government of Japan adopted a new atyle 
of coinage, closely resembling in size, shape, and value the coins of 
the United States, It was decided to call in the nibos for re-coinage. 
On investigating the subject, however, it was found that with the 
limited refining works of Japan it would take four or five years to 
accomplish the object. Negotiations were then opened with the Bank 
of California and the San Francisco Refining and Assaying Works, 
and arrangements were made with them for the refining of $20,000,000 
of these Japanese coins, which are to be sent here at the rate of 
$2,000,000 per steamer, the first consignment arriving as already 
noted. Thesé coins are flat pieces of gold, about an inch long and 
half an inch wide, containing 20 per cent. of silver, and valued at 538c. 
They are done up in small paper packages and subsequently packed 
in strong boxes. ‘The labour required in removing the paper from 
the packages is immense. The coina are to be returned in fine gold 
bars of about 900 fine, all alloyed and ready to be converted into coin. 
The silver extracted therefrom will be returned in fine silver bars 
ready for coinage. In anticipation of the shipment just at hand, the 
Bank of California advanced $500,000 in fine gold by the last China 
steamer.” 


Tne Lonponw Misstonarny Sociery.—About fifty missionaries of 
the London Missionary Society, with some ladies, met in Blomfleld- 
street, Finsbury, to give an expression of their esteem to Mr. E. 
Stacey, who for more than thirty-seven years has been in the house 
of the socicty. The testimonial consisted of a purse of 150 guineas, 
with a handsome timepiece, and an address engrossed on vellum, 
stating that the presentation was the gift of nearly 150 missionaries 
who had been or are now labouring in various parts of India, China, 
South Africa, Polynesia, Madagaacar, and the West Indies. The chair 
was taken by the Rev. R. Moffatt ; prayer was offered by Dr. Turner; 
the address was read by Dr. Wardlaw ; and after a suitable reply from 
Mr. Stacey, addresses were given by the Rev. Messrs. Blake, Brad- 
bury, Gill, Mulleng, Porter, Robinson, Sewell, Storrow, &c., all of 
whom spoke of the uniform courtesy, zeal, and intelligence of Mr. 
Stacey, and of the pleasure all had in this recognition of his long 
and valuable services. 


Tue Gosprt In Japan.—The Rev. Dr. MacGill, Foreign Mission 
Secretary to the Presbetery, Edinburgh, has made a statement to that 
body at their last meeting in regard to Japan. He stated that the 
Foreign Mission Board had agreed that the special attention of the 
Synod should be called to the present state of Japan, as offering pecu- 
liar opportunities for missionary work on behalf of that country, and 
that means be used, in conjunction with other Churches and societies, 
to influence Her Majesty’s Government in the revision of treaties with 
Japan to secure the toleration of Christianity. Dr. Bell, Newcastle, 
moved that this resolution be remitted to the Foreign Mission Com, 
mittee, to take all the means they think desirable in order to accom- 
plish the object in view. The motion was unanimously adopted.

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TEA DRINKING. 

A letter appeared from a medical authority last week to the effect 

that the poorer washer women and others of that class did themselves 
“a more serious injury by vicarious tea-drinking than even alcohol. A 
champion now comes forward with the following defence :— 

It will suffice for my object to appeal from Dr. Aldridge’s dictum 
founded on his experience or practice in the North Staffordshire dis- 
trict, to the experience furnished by nearly a third of the human race 
spread over one-half of Asia. Chinese and Mongols both are invete- 
rate tea-drinkers, and have been so as far as their history extends—two 
thousand years, at all events. This is a wider field for observation, 
and supplies the cumulative experience of many ages. The Chinese 
are more especially a tea-drinking race ; tea is their common beverage, 
almost their only one; they drink it exclusively in the way Dr. Al- 
dridge stipe to—without milk or sugar. They take it with their meals, 
and at all intervals between when they are thirsty or tired or want re- 
freshing—early and lateand all daylong. Yet, after years of residence 
among these debauched tea-drinkers, I cannot say that it ever appeared 
to me that they were asa people either deteriorated in health or furnish- 
ing any evidence of a lowered vitality in the rising generation. Ifany 
such casescame before me there was generally good reason toconclude the 
effects did not spring from immoderate addiction to their national pro- 

‘duct, tea, but the Indian exotic we have done our best to substitute 
for it—opium. The Chinese working classes as a body are remarkable 
for the amount of hard labour they can undergo, either in the field as 
husbandmen or on the road as coolies and porters. I have often seen 
them do a day’s work under a burning sun and in an exhausting 
climate which few hoof -eating oF beer-drinking workmen in the tem- 
perate latitudes of the Bri Isles could easily match. How could 
this be possible if Dr. Alridge’s theory about the deteriorating effecta 
of tea-drinking and ita connection with special diseases and lowered 
vitality in the rising generation had any foundationin fact? The 
mothers of each rising generation for 0 many successive ages and the 
children which spring from them are all fed upon tea and rice, rarely 
eating any animal food except fish. In some fifty or sixty generations 
the deteriorating effects ought to be very apparent if hey had any 
existence, andany lowering of vitality throughsuch a period must have 
left them very little left to draw upon. But so far from that, they are 
vigorous and healthy amid many avowedly deleterious influences of 
climate and conditions the reverse of sanitary.

Foreign Intelligence. 
HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrmepam, May 22. 

The Liberal papers at length contain a semi-official communication 
with reference to the Ministerial crisis. The statement says that the 
King, who will start in a few days with Prince Henry for the Royal 
seat het Loo, has invited the Ministers who lately tendered their resigna- 
tion to resume their posts. The Ministers, however, declined to with- 
draw their resignation, but have declared themselves willing to remain in 
office till the 1st of July, by which date a new Cabinet must be formed. 
The members of the Second Chamber have been convoked to meet to- 
‘morrow, in order to despatch the most pressing business, viz., the 
Amsterdam Canal Bill, and the War Budget of 1872. Of course the 
Ministers will make an official declaration to the members, and I have 
reason to believe that it will be in accordance with what I have told 
you. Several ramours are in circulation with regard to the composition 
of the new Cabinet, which it is quite unnecessary to repeat, because it is 
impossible to say how far they may be correct, but it seems certain 
that if a Conservative Cabinet should succeed to the Ministerial seats, 
it will be formed without the aristocratic element—a Ministry Heems- 
kerk van Kuyk. As I conjectured in my last letter, the members of 
the Upper House only met to vote an address of condolence, to be for- 
warded to Prince Henry. This done they once more separated. 

. From several towns, and especially from the industrial districts, ad- 
dresses of sympathy have been forwarded to the Minister of the Financial 
Department. The memorialists thank Mr. Blusse for his endeavours 
to replace the unjust licence-tax by an income-tax, and they regret 
that these endeavours were unsuccessful. Certainly a good deal of time 
must elapse before any Minister will again attempt to reorganise our 
miserable system of taxation, which for the greater part consists of that 
introduced by Napoleon I. 

Among commercial men several items of news are circulating. It is 
seid that the dividend of the International Credit and Trading Com- 
pany, Rotterdam—the annual meeting of which will be held on the 
Srd of June—will be very satisfactory, say 10 per cent., which is, I 
need not state, most creditable to the managers. The shares of this 
company are quoted 100}. The dividend of the Netherlands Bank has 
been fixed at f.157, which is much less than that of last year. Itis a 
fact worth being mentioned that the rate of discount at this establish- 
ment is very low (3 to 4 per cent.), and that it has not been altered 
since the 6th of June last year. Rumours are in circulation respecting 
.the Commandiet Kas, now under liquidation, reflecting greatly upon 
the managers. I may be able to tell you something further with regard 
to these reports in my next letter. Lastly, I think it will be of interest 
to your readers in Java to hear that the firm of Mesers. J. C. Rueb and 
Zonen (sugar brokers) is to be dissolved. 

The day after to-morrow another East Indiaman will be launched from 
the yard of Messrs. Smit at the Kinderdyk. She will be named de 
Inberaal, and will be the largest vessel of our commercial navy. 

It is with much regret that I hear that the illness of Mr. Thorbecke 
has again‘taken an unfavourable turn, and that the same is said of the 
Prince of Orange, who could not attend the funeral of the Princess 
Henry. The condition of both causes much anxiety. 

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

The business done has been upon the whole on a limited scale, but a 
firm tone continues to prevail for most of the leading articles, and a 
favourable opinion is entertained as to the result of the Trading Com- 
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pany’s public sales of Coffee and Sugar, to be held this week. The re- 
servedness of holders of both articles has tended to check transactions 
by private contract, as the sales closed would have been of greater ime 
portance if the market had been better supplied. The demand for 
Refined Sugar has been very animated, and large contracts have been 
lodged for forward delivery. The public sales of Raw Silk (reported 
in my last) met with but a limited attendance of buyers, and the largest 
portion of the quantity put up was bought in. 

Corrzxz.—In the face of the Trading Company’s May sale, the 
market has continued to exhibit increased firmness, and there are ready 
bayers at full prices; but the reservedness of holders causes transac- 
tions to be limited. Good ordinary company’s Java is in short supply 
at 43}c., whilst pale sorts have changed hands at 44jc. to 45c. The 
business done froin first hands embraces 885 bags ex Esmeralds, and 
1,514 bags ex Henrietta Gerardina Susanna. 

SuGAR continues to exhibit great firmness, and sales have been closed 
to an extert of about 3,500 baskets Java, both afloat and ex vessels re- 
cently arrived, in the proportion of f.4 above March prices for yellow, 
and at the parity of those rates for white Sugar. There is, however, 
very little on offer. 

TEA keeps firm. No sales, however, have been closed lately from 
first hands. 

Java ToBAcco remains dull, and the only transactions to note have 
py on sale of 551 balesJava, head mark, Kotta DB, afloat, per County 
of Sterling. 

RATTANS.—Without transactions to report, but the article is well 
supported. 

Ricg.—The cargo of about 11,700 bags Java ex Laurens Koster has 
been disposed of at f.8. 

SpPices.—The following sales have been closed, viz., several parcels 
ex Laju, Laurens Koster, Kaisow, and Noach III. 192 bags Black Pepper 
ex Rosalie were sold at a secret price. 

Cocoa-Nut O1u.—Small lots found buyers, Ceylon at £.25 and 
Cochin at f.27}. 

Trn.—A dull tone has prevailed for this article, but towards the 
close it has become firmer. Banca has sold for public sales’ prompt 
at f.95 to f.954, and for delivery ex the next autamn sale at f.934 and 
£92. Old melted Java Copper Coin, Trading Company’s import, has 
changed hands at f.58. 

Hipgs.—Several parcels, ex Laurens Koster, Hoek van Hollend, 
Nestor, and Kenilworth, have changed hands. 

INDIGO.—No sales are reported, but the market looks healthy. 
Several small shipments of Java came to hand by some of the vessels 
lately arrived, which will make their appearance in the market as soon 
as being sampled. :

PORTUGAL. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Lisson, May 18. 

The postal tariff between this country and Germany has been much 
reduced by the Convention lately negotiated at Berlin. The rate of 
postage for letters was formerly 70 reis, but itis now reduced to 60 reis, 
The scale of weight will be 50 grammes. Newspapers, books, and 
other prints, and patterns of goods will continue to pay a postage of 
20 reis, but the limitation of weight will be increased to 50 grammes. 

The Cortes were prorogued on the 4th inst. The special report pre- 
sented by the Minister of Finance early in the session was accompanied by 
twelve propositions. Right of these propositions were approved of, and 
several of them will be to the immediate advantage of the State by the 
establishment of new taxes and the increase of others already levied. 
The receipts from these new taxes are estimuted at £250,000, and the 
effect upon the Budget for 1872-1873 will be to reduce the deficit to 
about £400,000. Amongst the propositions approved there was one 
the object of which is to change the system upon which taxes are col 
lected. Hitherto they have been collected half-yearly, but in future 
they are to be paid in monthly instalments. This system has already 
been adopted in France with great advantage to the State, the Govern- 
ment obtaining the money much sooner than under the former system. 

A commission, composed of many irfluential and patriotic persons, 
has been appointed to study the best means of checking emigration to 
Northern and Southern America. The emigration from all the provinces 
of the country has been extraordinary in late years. At this moment a 
great society has been constituted, and is using its utmost efforts to bring 
about a scheme that will be highly beneficial to Portugal, and perhaps 
to Spain, with regard to this subject of emigration. The society in- 
tends to obtain a part of the uncultivated lands of Portagal, which 
comprise about half the area of the country, and to cultivate thena 
properly. For this purpose they ask several concessions from Govern- 
ment—viz,, exemption from imposts during some years ; liberty for 
the cultivation of tobacco; exemption from military service for their 
labourers, and some other conditions, 

I was told that Dom Augusto, brother of the present King, is to be 
married to the daughter of the ex-Queen of Spain, Isabella; in the 
meanwhile it is assured that hie Highness inteads going abroad with his 
father to pay a visit to their relations in Germany.

THE CONSULAR SERVICE. 

Mr. Mepuourst, the Consul at Shanghai, in his examina- 
tion before the Diplomatic and Consular Committee, urged 
some very important changes for the benefit of the service 
generally, which we trust will be done justice to in the 
report of the Committee to be drawn up forthwith. We 
would remind the Committee that the written statements 
which have been forwarded to them should be printed as an 
appendix. We understand several documents of this sort 
have been sent in during the past and present year. Mr. 
Mupuunst advocated the necessity for a real senior or chief 
Consul in China, who should be empowered to give advice 
to the junior Consuls on the coast in any emergency, instead 
of being, as now, compelled to await the directions of the 
Minister at Peking, which in the winter time is a delay of 
some thirty days. This recommendation has the more force 
since the establishment of telegraphic communication along 
the coast of China. If the Foreign Office do not carry out 
this suggestion they must arrange that the Minister at 
Peking should visit all the ports at least once a year, and at 
Shanghai it should extend over at least a month. The other 
recommendations of Mr. MepxHurst were as follows :— 

The Consul at Shanghai should have local rank as 
Consul-General. The Consulate at Chinkiang should be 
re-established. That no port should be abandoned without 
a guid pro quo is obtained from the Chinese Government. 
That the union of Hong Kong and the Consular ports 
under one head was very undesirable, but the consolidation 
of the judicial fanctions for all China and Japan, including 
Hong Kong, would be advantageous. That a readjustment 
of Consuls’ salaries should be carried out, having regard to 
the social requirements of each port, as well as to its com- 
mercial importance—the highest to be Shanghai, at £1,650. 
That after a certain term of years in the case of approved 
service, exceptional allowances should be given to Consuls, 
in addition to their salaries. That Consular pensions and 
allowances on leave should be granted on more liberal terms 
‘—more especially after lengthened terms of service, and that 
the public rooms in Consuls’ quarters ought to be furnished 
at public expense. : 

That interpreters as a separate class shall be done away 
with. That assistants shall be better paid, and shall receive 
their salaries’ monthly instead of quarterly, as well as have 
their quarters entirely furnished by the public. That the 
Government should rather look to decreasing the number 
of assistants at each port in the future, than increasing them 
as suggested by Sir R. Aucook ; my opinion being that with 
Jess men and better pay a larger measure of efficiency will 
be secured. That the staff of Chinese servants attached to 
the Consulates will bear looking into with a view to re- 
duction. That the Gaol establishment at Shanghai should 
be handed over to the Municipal Council. That fees are all 
very low, and those on shipping would bear an advance. 
That the large expenses incurred at Shanghai on account of 
seamen and distressed subjects sent to hospital might be 
reduced by arrangement with local practitioners. 

. That the registration fee of $5, now imposed on British 
subjects, is obnoxious, and, if regarded as necessary to meet 
the expense incurred by Government in providing Consular 
and other institutions for the public benefit, they should 
be exacted under another name more desoriptive of their 
true object.

THE SINGAPORE RAILWAY. 

We understand that a despatch from Lord Kimpariry to 
the Governor of the Straits Settlements, on the subject of 
the proposed railway between Singapore and New Harbour, 
went out by the mail of the 17th instant, leaving the 
construction of the line open to private enterprise, if 
a company can be formed fairly representing the va- 
fious interests, and capable of providing effectively for 
the requirements of the public. As far as we under- 
stand the question, this is just what the promoters of 
the long line, in their application for a concession, en- 
gaged todo, In the first instance a company was formed, 
and the capital subscribed to construct a short line from 
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the town to the dock and wharves of the Tanjong Pagar 
Company, which is the nearest wharf to the town, leaving the 
owners of the other four wharves and their friends to con- 
tinue the line to the premises of the Patent Slip and Doek 
Company, the most distant of the five establishments in 
New Harbour, if they thought proper to do so, offering them 
at the same time running powers over their line. But this 
they declined, and applied to Lord Kimperiay not to grant 
& concession for a short line, as they were prepared to con- 
struct a line embracing al/ the wharves and providing effi- 
ciently for all interests involved. The question was referred 
to Singapore, Lord Kimperuay remarking that it might on 
inquiry appear desirable that the Government itself should 
construct the line. But after a lengthened inquiry the 
Legislative Council at Singapore decided that the work 
should not be done by Government, but that a concession 
should be granted to the promoters of the long line, subject 
to conditions securing its impartial and effective working. 
Lord KimBeR.eEy, however, did not see fit to confirm the 
decision of the Legislative Council, on what grounds we 
have yet to learn, but thought that the construction and 
working of the line should be entrusted to the local Govern- 
ment. When this became known, merchants here interested. 
in the Straits, and the inhabitants of Singapore, in public 
meeting, strongly remonstrated against the employment of 
the public resources of the colony on a work which they re- 
garded as one of a purely private character, and in which the 
interests of the public were very slightly, if at all, concerned. 
These representations, we are happy to see, have had their 
effect, and Lord Kimperiey now leaves the question where 
it was left by the Legislative Council—open to private enter- 
prise. 

This is just what we anticipated when we last alluded to 
this matter in our issue of 29th ult. ; for we felt sure, after 
the views expressed by Lord Kimpertey in his admirable 
despatch of 15th August last, on the finances of the colony, 
that he was not the Minister to disregard the wishes of the 
Straits community on a question of this kind, expressed, as 
they were, so temperately, but at the same time so firmly 
and unmistakably, at the Singapore public meeting and 
through the medium of the press. We may therefore trust 
that all idea is for ever abandoned of embarking the public 
resources of the colony in a purely commercial undertaking, 
as this railway evidently is, and that the promoters of the line 
that has been sanctioned will at once undertake the work. 
They have now the field quite open before them, The traffic 
which the proposed line is intended to accommodate is 
now conducted after the most primitive fashion, by bullock- 
carts along the common road. This rude mode of conveyance 
will of course soon be superseded, that is, if the rail will do 
the work more efficiently. These bullock carts, however, 
being the only sky allo they have to dread, the competition 
cannot be very formidable, and we may expect that they 
would be soon run off the road. 





Tam report of the Postmaster-General of Hong Kong for 
1871 is a marvellous document for so young a place. Mr. 
MiTcHELL has certainly succeeded in exhibiting the extra- 
ordinary capabilities and energy of the settlement. But the 
solid results are even more astounding—a clear nett revenue 
to the colony of $37,566, or about £9,000. The report we 
have before us is taken from the Daily Press, and uwnfor- 
tunately does not give the particulars of the receipts, al- 
though the expenditure, amounting to $32,447, is fully de- 
tailed. We can only assume the receipts to have been 
$70,013, the expenditure $32,447, leaving a nett profit of 
$37,566. The following paragraphs allude to the Shanghai 
and Yokohama agencies :— 

The increasing importance of Shanghai as a commercial entrepot is, 
however, such as to fully justify the erection of a post-office, and so 
long as the muil packets touch there, J consider, as I stated in the re~ 
port of my tour of inspection, that as an investment, and for obvious 
reasons, it will be far more advantageous to the public to have a build- 
ing erected specially for post-office purposes than to continue the 
present plan of paying rent and being liable to repeated changes. 

The convention or agreement between the British Post-office and the 
local post-office at Shanghai, which had been in force for about four 
years, was abrogated in June last, and whilst the revenue has not been 
affected by the separation of the two offices nd inconvenience has 
apparently been sustained by the public. 

No improvement has taken place in the revenue of the Yokohama 
agency since the 24th March, when I reported a decline of about 5 per 
eent. therein, attributable to the opening of the Pacific Railway from Sam 
Francisco to New York, which has diverted most of the corresponden co 
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frem Japan for the United States, and a portion of that for the United 
Kingdom from its former route by British packets via Hong Kong, to 
the lees expensive and more direct route afforded by the United States 
packets, at present plying monthly between Yokohama and San Fran- 
cisco; and it is probable that when these packeta run fortnightly the 
usefulness of the British Post-office.at Yokohama will be still farther 
diminished, and its revenue likewise. The loss involved by the mainte- 
nance of that office is borne chiefly by the Imperial Post-office. 

The Spanish Government having in June ; last entered into a contract 
for the exchange of mails between Singapore and Manila, the mail 
service between Hong Kong and Manila, which had been for many 
years conducted by vessels of the Spanish navy, was discontinued. The 
new service is carried on in connection with fortnightly English mail 

‘kets only, and the letters from Manila for transmission by the 
eward French mail packets, and for the United States mail 
packeta, are sent to this office by private steamers from Manila. 





In another column will be found the report of Mr. ex- 
Consul OasweLu on the trade of Saigon for 1871. This re- 
port is the last but certainly not the least of Mr. Caswai1's, 
It is a most valuable addition to oar knowledge of the French 
eolony, and the value is considerably enhanced by its prompt 
publication by the Foreign-office, We trust that all Con- 
sular reports will now be similarly treated. We understand 
that Mr. L. Havscninp, who is also a partner in the firm of 
Messrs. W. G. Hat and Oo., is appointed Acting Consul, 
pending the question now before the Foreign-offica of ap- 
pointing a paid official as Consul.

SAIGON, 
(Report by Consul Caswell for the year 1871.) 

The year under review has been a very prosperous and event- 
ful one for this Colony. The trade done not only by far exceeds 
that of previous years, but the Government has evinced an eager 
desire to promote commercial interests, develop the resources of 
the country, and induce the investment of European capital. One 
Tmportant step in this direction has been to grant a handsome 
subsidy to a private individual to establish regular steam commu- 
nication with all parts of the interior, by which means the Go- 
vernment transport service will be effected ; the contractor at the 
same time having full liberty to employ the steamers for com- 
mercial purposes. Very satisfactory results are anticipated from 
this enterprise, which, it is said, will come into operation early 
next year. Another noticeable event in the annals of the colony 
is its connection by telegraph with eae ee and Hong Kong, 
which was satisfactorily effected by the China Submarine Tele- 

ph Oompany, on the 3lst July. This very considerably en- 
ces the importance of the colony, giving it another undoubted 
advantage over its neighbouring, but less favourably situated, 
Tice port, Bangkok. Steam communication with Hong Kong and 
Singapore has also greatly increased, and even in the rice-carry- 
trade sailing vessels are being superseded. 
few agricultural pursuits have been undertaken by French- 
men, and, in addition to sugar-cane, some feeble attempts have 
been made to raise coffee ; but, aa should be expected in a new 
and nary Sealed but recently conquered country, there are 
many difficulties to be contended against by those who first em- 
bark in such enterprises, though, no doubt that, with the aid of 
Chinese labour, very satisfactory results may ultimately be arrived 
at. Immigration from China into this country continues to in- 
crease steadily, and for its satisfactory condition the Colony owes 
much to this industrious race. 

On the other hand, however, very strenuous efforts have been 
made by the Government to increase the revenue of the Colony. 
Although import and export duties have been eschewed as in- 
jurious to trade, more objectionable and irksome taxes have been 
adopted ; more particularly an augmentation of the capitation 
tax on Chinese, to f.25 annually for coolies and other classes in pro- 
bose, the maximum rate being f.300. Moreover, in order to 

ve a better control over the Chinese population, the Government 
have recently adopted the rather original system of hotograph- 
ing every Chinaman in Cochin Ohina.* One copy of the photo- 
re h is registered, and another affixed to the individuals “ Permit 

6 Sejour,” an exceyHen being made in favour of those paying 
£300 per annum. Further, a native spirit farm has been intro- 
duced, and thus considerably over a third of the entire revenue 
of the Colony is now derived from opium, gambling, and spirit 
licenses, and some idea of the habits of the people may be formed 
by the large sums realised thereby.

And the annexed tabular statement published by the Chamber 
of Commerce shows that the aggregate number of vessels which 
loaded here was 528, of which 244 were under the British flag, 
This very large proportion is partly accounted for by the faot of 
the German shipping having been withdrawn from the trade 
during the late war. 

Rice.—The exports, as shown by the annexed fully detailed 
statement, amount to 4,982,320 piculs, being 1,200,450 piculs im 
exoess of last year. As I predicted in my last year's report, with 
high prices in China, shipments to Europe have been impracti- 
cable, and this will in all probability again be the case this season. 

Sugar.—Under this head I have to report that the Company of 
which I made mention in my last annual report (the Indo- Chinese 
Sugar Company, Limited) has abandoned its project in connection 
with this country, and its factory has been disposed of to the ori- 
ginal Proprionsa, who (with the aid of the French Government), 
are still sanguine of success. The causes which led to this action 
on the part of the Company are best explained by the following 
extract from the report published by the Directors :—“ When 
the Company was first established it was supposed from all the 
information that had then come to the knowledge of the direc- 
tors, after the most careful inquiries, that the Bienhoa districts in 
which the factory Fatah se is situated, not only produced a 
supply of cane sufficient for all the requirements of the mill, 
but that such cane could be purchased without difficulty from 
the producers ata reasonable price. In this expectation the di- 
rectors regret to state they have been much disappointed. The 
quantity of cane grown on the Bienhoa District, no doubt, would 
be more than amply sufficient: to supply the wants of the mill, if 
it could be purchased on are | like fair terms, but serious ob- 
stacles interfered to prevent this being done. 

“These obstructions were twofold ; firstly, the opposition of 
the owners of the native mills, more than 500 of which are es- 
tablished in the locality referred to, and who naturally did not 
feel inclined to shut up their mills in order to allow the cane to 
be sold to the factory ; and, secondly, the undisguised hostility of 
the native chiefs and money lenders, who did all in their power to 
oppose and thwart the company in their endeavour to purchase 
cane from the native growers. It was on this account 
that the most strenuous exertions on the part of the agents of 
the Company were unable, in face of the difficulties alluded to, to 
secure more than a limited quantity of cane at a comparatively 
high price. At the same time it is due to the French Govern- 
ment to quote the following remarks which appear in the same 
report :—“It may be stated that the French authorities take a 
great interest in the factory, and are willing to assist the com- 
pany in every way so far as lies in their power.” The trade in all 
other articles of produce continues in the hands of the Chinese, 
and no statistics being published, it is impossible for me to give 
any returns. These remarks likewise apply to the principal arti- 
cles of import. 


CHINA TRADE, RETURNS. 

The first part of the ‘‘ Returns of Trade at the Treaty Ports 
in China, for 1871,” just published at Shanghai, consists of a 
valuable abstract of trade and customs revenue statistics from 
1864 to 1871. The annual value of the foreign trade shows an 
almost uninterrupted, though small, advance from Tls. 105,300,087 
in 1864, to Tis. 153,050,643 last year. Imports rose almost 
steadily trom Tls, 51,293,578 in 1864 to Ts. 78,190,093 in 1871; 
and exports from Tls. 54,006,509 to Tis. 74,860,550. The customs 
revenue advanced in like manner from Ts. 7,874,257 in 1864, to 
Tis. 11,216,146 in 1871. Separating the trade returns for each 
country, we find the imports from Great Britain rising from Ts. 
11,650,758 to Tls. 29,152,258 ; while the exports show only the 
slight increase from Tls. 36,327,556 to Tls. 39,808,696. The trade 
with India fell off from Tls, 25,879,748 to Tls. 21,157,133. Onthe 
other hand the trade with Hong Kong (where the imports come 
originally from Great Britain, America, India, the Straits, and 
other countries) advanced from Tls, 18,243,873 to Tls. 37,882,126, 
The trade with the continent of Europe rose from Tls. 1,480,256 
to Tls. 4,346,640 ; and that with America from Tls. 7,665,880 to 
Tis. 12,098,850. There are few statistics of Russian trade till 
last year, when it appears that there were exports ore value 
of Tis. 445,142 to Odessa, and Tis. 1,087,577 via Kiac ree of 
other countries, the following show sn increased arnde i ilo ra- 
lis, New Zealand, Japan, and Cochin China ; and the ‘ollowimg 
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How commercial and all other interests will fare on the approaching 
revision of our Treaty with Japan if such should be the impression made 
upon the ambassadors accredited to the Sovereign of Great Britain our 
merchants are likely to be able to tell us in a very brief time. Indeed, 
considering how keenly alive they usually are to what may touch those 
interests, it is rather matter of surprise that they should not already - 
have made their voices heard. It will avail little to cry out after the 
mischief is done. ;

JAPANESE PLANTS. 

The Gardener's Magazine has the following :— 

The vegetation of Japan is particularly interesting to British horti- 
culturiste, on account of the many extremely beautiful plants obtained 
thence for the decoration of our gardens. Hitherto these plants have 
not obtained sufficient attention,as I hope to be able to prove pre- 
sently, my object in forwarding this note being to awaken, if I can, the 
attention of the public to a subject of real public importance. It is 
found that a considerable majority of the Japanese plants that have 
obtained a place in our gardens prove to be quite hardy. The noble 
Lilium auratum, the glossy green and richly golden forms of Euonymus 
japonica, and the splendid series of varieties of Aucuba japonica, may 
be named as examples. I do not intend to offer any list of plants, for 
your trade catalogues will supply one if it is required. It is my 
business to make some general remarks on the conditions of vegetable 
life in Japan, and to show how they correspond with the conditions of 
vegetable life in some parts of the British islands where man has done 
literally nothing to soften the forbidding raggedness of barren natare. 
If relative latitude be alone thought of, the Japanese Islands appear 
unfitted to supply plants for our gardens; they lie between 31 deg. 
and 45 deg. north latitude, but Great Britain lies between 494 deg. 
and 58} deg. north latitude. The difference is considerable, and if 
we confine our attention to latitude as a key to climate, all the Japan- 
ese plants ought to require greenhouse treatment here. The parallel 
of 40 deg. north latitude, which cuts through the middle of J; apan 


nearly, also cuts through the centre of Sardinia, the Island of Minorca, 
and the very centre of Spain and Portugal. Hence the interesting 
: a arises how to account for the near agreement of Britain and 
apan in respect of the conditions that govern the development of 
vegetation. The answer is not far to find. Take any good map on 
which is marked the isothermal lines, and an important atep will be 
taken towards a solution of the problem. The mean temperatnre of 
the Japanese islands is nearly coincident with the theoretical mean of 
their latitude, but the mean temperature of the British islands is 
decidedly above the theoretical mean, for the great Gulf Stream ig 
incessantly acting on all our western coasts. Hence it ia not surprising 
to find that the climate of Nagasaki agrees very nearly with that of 
the southern parts of England. In respect of winter temperature, 
the Japanese climate is apparently far more favourable to vegeta- 
tion than oura. I say ‘‘apparently,” because, aa an experienced 
traveller and constant observer of natural phenomena, I will 
not be led by the nose by the thermometer. I have known 
10 deg. of frost (Fahrenheit) to occur at Nagasaki, and I have 
known the winter to pass without a single fall of the thermometer 
below 35 deg. But animal and vegetable life in Japan are expoeed, to

THE JAPANESE EMBASSY. 


(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

It is to be hoped our reception of this important mission will not 
contrast unfavourably with that provided by the United States. Every 
motive of policy and good feeling for a nation with which we have the 
moet friendly relations should move us to make an exception to our 
usual careless and pococurante fashion of dealing with even the most 
illustrious guests. The Americans are wiser. They foresee that such 
an Embassy as this is destined to be followed by results both interest- 
ing and important in their bearings on the future relations of Japan 
with Western Powers, and the particular direction which Japanese de- 
velopment will take under Western influence. The Japanese are in a 
fusible transition stage, open to all impressions of outward things, and 
are gathering materials which will shortly be cast into some more or 
less durable form as institutions that must greatly determine the future 
character of the Empire and its foreign relations. If these should be 
thrown into American moulds at the outset it will be our own fault. We 
shall only be repeating the error we made some thirty years ago, when 
our disinclination to be troubled or to make any effort threw Egypt into 
the arms of France, and placed successive Pashus and Khedives under 
French influences, political, industrial, and military. Precisely the 
same tendencies are now at work in Japan. What is called an “ English 
education,” which is now going on at Yedo, is entirely in American 
hands. We know, therefore, the kind of history the rising generation 
of Japanese will learn.. There are some 1,600 pupils at the 
Government Schools, the principal of which and some twenty 
sub-teachers are all Americans. Au American fills the highest 
office a foreigner can hold in Japan—that is, Imperial Coun- 
cillor—whose duty it is to frame codes of general laws, Four Americans 
compose a scientific commission to introduce new methods of agricul- 
ture, mechanics, mining, railroads, &c. Another has the revision of a 
system of internal finance and maritime customs, A few years more of 
unchecked success in these directions will give us an American edition 
of Japanese history, in which the “Kami” of Old N iphon will have 
difficulty in discovering any traces of the original national type. A 
little more apathy and negligence is alone required to clinch the work 
which American statesmen are steadily labouring to perfect, to the ex- 
clasion of all rivalry or competition with other nationalties. Much 
may depend upon the course taken within the next month, and the 
treatment the Foreign-office or Her Majesty’s Government may see fit 
to give a mission the head of which is in reality, if not in title, the 
Prime Minister of Japan, and the most influential member of the reign- 
ng Emperor's councils, As the Embassy is composed of forty-nine per- 
sons, and many of these have been specially sent to make a careful study 
of our great public works and factories, it is clear that unless previous 
arrangements are made, and the eervices of proper persons secured in 
advance to aid the chief of the mission and his various vice-am- 
bassadors and secretaries in the objects they have in view, much 
difficulty and dissatisfaction will follow close on their arrival. 
Decidedly, whatever else be done, some officer of social posi- 
tion and name should be appointed on the part of the Govern. 
ment to take charge of the mission and afford theni all the coun- 
sel and assistance they may require in a new country. And if any 
other motive were wanting, the munificent hospitality with which the 
present Tenno and Sovereign of Japan received the Queen’s son not 
three years ago ought to supply whatever is needed to secure due at- 
tention, even though it should cost a few pounds und entail an item in 
the Estimates. Our habits of parsimony in matters of State ceremony, 
where national interests are involved, must be quite unintelligible and 
inexphecable to foreigners. One of the first Powers in the world, and 
beyond all dispute the wealthiest, there is no third-rate kingdom in the 
East or the West that will not show a more liberal spirit, especially when 
hospitality to distinguished guests is in question. But any display of 
meanness in the present instance can only bear one of two constructions 
in the minds of the Japanese. Either they will think that the Americans 
are right when they claim for themselves the first place among Western 
Powers, and that we are neither as great nor as wealthy as they had 
been led to suppose; or that we are designedly discourteous from a 
feeling of contempt and disregard of their claims to Tegpect as a nation,

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EXTRACTS FROM LORD ELGIN’S CORRESPONDENCE 
Peking, October 7th.—We hear this morning that the French and 
our cavalry have captured the Summer Palace of the Emperor. All the 
bigwigs have fied ; nothing remains but s portion of the household. 
We are told that the prisoners are all in Fone ow eo « ORM, 
I have just returned from the Summer Palace. It is really a fine thing, 
like an English park ; numberless buildings with handsome rooms, 
and filled with Chinese curios and handsome clocks, bronzes, &c. 
Bat also such a scene of desolation. The French General came up 
fall of protestations. He had prevented looting, in order that all the 
plunder might be divided between the armies, &c., &c. ; there was not 
a room that I saw in which half the things had not been taken away 
or broken to pieces. I tried to get a regiment of ours sent to guard 
the place, and then sell the things by auction; bat it is difficult to get 
things done by system in such a case, so some officers are left who are 
to fill two or three carta with treasures, which are to be sold. . . Plun- 
, dering and devastating a place like thigisbad enough, but what is much 
worse is the waste and breakage. Ont of £1,000,000 worth of pro- 
perty, I dare say £50,000 will not be realised. French soldiers were 
destroying in every way the most beautiful silks, breaking the jade or- 
naments and porcelain, &c. War is a hateful business. The more one 
sees of it the more one detests it. 
Peking, November 2nd.—Yeaterday, after the mail had left, I 
mounted on horseback, and with an escort and Parkes and Crealock 
roceeded to the Imperial City, within which is the Imperial Palace. 
We obtained access to two enclosures forming the one ascended by a 
pathway in regular Chinese rockwork on a large scale and really 
striking in its way, and the work being a well-wooded, park-like 
eminence, crowned by temples with images of Buddha. The view 
from both was magnificent. Peking is so full of trees, and the houses 
are ao low, that it hardly has the effect on looking down on a great 
city. Here and there temples or high gateways rose above the trees, 
but the general impression was rather that of a rich plain densely 
peopled. In the distance the view was bounded by a chain of lofty 
mountains snow-capped. From the park-like eminence we hooked 
down upon the Imperial Palace, a large enclosure, crowded with yellow- 
roofed buildings, generally low, and a few trees dotted among them. 
It is difficult to imagine how the unfortunates shut up there can ever 
have any exercise. I don’t wonder that the Emperor preferred Yuen- 
mingyun. The yellow roofs, interspersed here and there with very 
deep blue ones, had, however, a very brilliant effect in the sunshine. 
After enjoying these views, I went to the Russian Minister's, and found 
him installed in a honse got up a l’Europene, and looking very com-~ 
fortable with his national stoves. He showed me his chapel also. 
This morning I got a letter from Gros, telling me that, in opposition 
to my advice, he had been to see Prince Kung. I told him that he 
ought to let the Prince come to see him first; but the Jesuits think 
that they can curry favour with the Chinese by making him conde- 
ecend. They are quite wrong, as I am sure the result will prove. 


THE DESTRUCTION OF THE SUMMER PALACE. 

Having to the best of my judgment examined the question in all 
its bearings, I came to the conclusion that the destruction of Yuen- 
mingyon was the least oljectionable of the several courses open to 
me, unless I could have reconciled it to my sense of duty to suffer the 
crime which had been committed to pass practically unavenged. I 
have reason, moreover, to believe that it was an act calculated to 
produce a greater effect in China and on the Emperor than persons 
who look on from a distance may suppose. It was the Emperor's 
favourite residence, and its destruction could not fail to be a blow on 
his pride, as well as to his feelings. To this place he brought our 
hapless countrymen, in order that they might undergo their severest 
tortures within its precincts. Here have been found the horses and 
accoutrements of the troopers seized, the decoration torn from the 
breast of a gallant French officer, and other effects belonging to the 
prisoners. As almost all the valuables have already been taken from 
the Palace, the army would go there not to pillage but to mark, by 
asolemn act of retribution, the horror and indignation with which 
we were inspired by the perpetration of a great crime. The punish- 
ment was onc that would fall not on the people that may be com- 
paratively innocent, but exclusively on the Emperor, whose direct 
personzal responsibility for the crime committed is established not 
only by the treatment of the prisoners at Yuenmingyun, but alao by 
the edict, in which he offered a pecuniary reward for the heads of the 
foreigners—adding that he was ready to expend all his treasures in 
these wages of assassination.

We learn by telegram received on Friday last that the Shang- 
hai market has opened at 26s. for Red Peacocks. 

The report of the British Indian Submarine Telegraph Company 
(Limited) for the six months ending 31st March last has beenissued. 
The gross receipts in that time were £80,479 10s. 11ld., and the 
expenses £19,482 9s. 4d. In addition to the interim dividend of 
2 per cent. the directors now propose to pay 24 per cent., making 
a total distribution at the rate of 9 per cent. per annum, and the 
balance of £7,559 11s.
